Flu casualty: 
Handshakes 


Concern 
of catching 
virus puts 
practice 
on hold

Whether sealing a deal, showing you’re a 
good sport or just saying hello, handshakes 
are an integral part of American society 
But in some circles, handshakes are 
becoming something of an endangered spe- 
cies, thanks to swine flu concerns. 

Northeastern University in Boston did 
away with handshakes between deans and 
students at its commencement Friday And 
the leader of Maine’s Catholics asked wor- 
shipers not to shake hands during services, 
including the traditional “sign of peace.” 


On Long Island, at least one organiza- 
tion has barred any pressing of the flesh. 
The Long Island Junior Soccer League 
announced it would temporarily suspend 
handshakes between teams at the end of 
games. 

Maybe the league should take a cue from 
baseball players and try the elbow bump— 
even the World Health Organization has 
encouraged it. The New York Times report- 
ed in 2006. A CDC scientist sent to Africa 
during Ebola outbreaks said, “I’ll arrive on 
the tarmac and stick out a hand to say hello 


and someone from the WHO team will say 
... ‘We do the elbow bump now’ ” 

While some might consider fewer hand- 
shakes no big deal, others said it is serious 
business — and could seriously hurt busi- 
ness. “I think that tactile reinforcement 
really builds a sense of trust with anoth- 
er person,” said Terri Morrison, author 
of “Kiss, Bow or Shake Hands,” which 
explores greetings in different cultures. 
“If you get physically touched by the other 
person, you trust them more. You smile. It 
starts the relationship.”

“Finally a mortgage I can afford.” That was more 
or less the thought of thousands of people around 
the country who read online about an old, sprawl- 
ing, two-story farmhouse in Leesburg, Va., on sale 
for a dollar. 

There is a catch: The buyer must be able to afford 
to move the house. But after The Washington Post 
reported on the house a week ago, yahoo.com 
linked to the article on its home page and suddenly, 
it seemed, the whole world wanted in. 

The article received 1.47 million hits on 
washingtonpost.com that day 

“I have to get there first,” said one man, adding 
that he would have no problem towing the more 
than 2,500 -square-foot structure to California. 

E-mails flooded in from as far as Alaska and 
Great Britain from prospective buyers of the 
house, which is on property occupied by Loudoun 
Country Day School. The school plans to move to 
a $32 million, 70 -acre campus this summer, and 
the eight-acre lot it is vacating will be used for an 
assisted-living facility 

Some inquiries were brief and businesslike. 
Others told heartfelt stories of need. 

Dawn Hanlin, a 40 -year-old single mother of 
two in Wintersville, Ohio, wrote that she had 
dreamed of owning a home but couldn’t get a loan. 
“My aunt and uncle have property they own and 
would allow me to put the house on! I can just pic- 
ture it! Makes me cry” 

Edna Curry-Johnson, a mother of two in Alton, 
111 ., wrote, “If I can only wave a magic wand too, 
and say hey kids look, we don’t have to be home- 
less now.” 

A buyer will need not only a dollar, but also the 
“financial means and a good understanding of what 
approvals are necessary” at the local and state lev- 
els, said Bo Cook, H.H. Hunt’s director of devel- 
opment, adding that the company would hold an 
open inspection this month for serious bidders.

People ask me all the time if RedEye is hir- 
ing people to tweet. 

The short answer is no. While I am my 
paper’s one-person tweet machine, my job 
is to build RedEye’s brand and reputation 
by interacting with print readers and online 
followers as personally as possible.

It’s looking 
for an 18- to 24-year-old woman— sorry, guys, it’s girls only this time 
around— who really gets social media for what some might describe as 
a dream job. According to the job posting, the Nike Eield Reporter will 
“jet set around the country on Nike’s dime talking to athletes, artists 
and culture makers, You’ll report back in the form of photos, videos

You need to write a sample 
blog post that introduces yourself and upload a video that explains why 
you are right for the job. This type of resume, which I refer to as a mul- 
timedia resume, is the wave of the future.

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HOMICIDE UPDATE 

Murder numbers are down from last year, but their locations remain the same

The bloodshed began at about 1:15 a. m., when 
Christina Campos, 18, was shot and killed in 
South Deering as she hung out with two male 
friends. 

It ended about 21 hours later when Lamont 
Johnson was fatally shot as he changed his tire 
at a Chatham gas station. 

In between, three others were shot and killed 
in three separate shootings in Chicago on April 
22, the deadliest day of the year so far. 

The victims, three males, ranged in age 
from 23 to 38, according to the Cook County 
Medical Examiner’s Office. They were shot in 
Englewood and Humboldt Park. 

Though the day’s death toll was unusual, the 
locations of the murders were not. Most of the 
109 murders that occurred in the city in the 
first four months of the year were concentrated 
in South and West Side neighborhoods. 

RedEye found that about one out of five 
of these murders occurred in Austin, West 
Englewood and Greater Grand Crossing. Most 
of the victims were black, male and between the 
ages of 20 and 25 years old. More than 80 percent 
of them were shot to death. 

There were fewer murders in the first four 
months of this year compared with the same 
period last year, when police recorded 133 mur- 
ders, but the locations of the murders and its 
victims seem to continue last year’s murder 
trends despite police department efforts to 
target historically violent areas. 

Police attribute the overall decrease in mur- 
ders from last year to this year to “a number 
of violence reduction strategies,” including 
mapping crime hot spots so specially trained 
units such as the Mobile Strike Eorce, Targeted 
Response Unit, Gang Enforcement Unit, Gang 
Intelligence Section and the Narcotics group 
can saturate areas prone to violence, Chicago 
Police Sgt. Antoinette Ursitti told RedEye in 
an e-mail. 

A recently released police department 
report summarizing 2008 data found that 
police districts in the Greater Grand Crossing, 
Englewood and East Garfield Park areas had 
the highest murder rates last year. 

Eighty percent of the 511 murders in 2008 
involved a shooting and 229 murders stemmed 
from street gang strife or narcotics, the report 
revealed. The typical murder victim was black, 
male, between 17 and 25 years old and had a 
prior arrest history 

In the first three months of 2009, 65 percent

of murders involved gang members or resulted 
from gang-related motivations, according to 
the police department. During this period, 
the murder rate dropped by about 30 percent 
in areas where the Mobile Strike Eorce was 
deployed, Ursitti said. 


In January, the ex-girlfriend and infant 
daughter of former Bulls center Eddy Curry 
were found dead in a South Loop town home.

The strike force, a specialized unit intended 
to target gangs and guns, recently deployed 
about 50 more officers and supervisors to the 
streets. 

Ursitti said the Bureaus of Patrol and 
Investigative Services also will continue to 
coordinate resources and strategies to address 
any spikes of violence in the coming summer 
months. The murder rate tends to rise with 
the thermometer, data from the police depart- 
ment show. The deadliest month of 2008 was 


July, which saw 64 murders. Community lead- 
ers say police effort is not enough to combat 
the violence in their neighborhoods, and more 
emphasis should be placed on giving children 
alternatives to violence. 

Phillip Jackson, who founded the Black Star 
Project, which reaches out to black youths with 
education and job training programs, said the 
black community needs to educate youth and 
provide them with mentors so they don’t look 
up to gang members or drug dealers. 

“Tbu’ve got to build strong institutions in the 
black community,” Jackson said. 

Mother Betty Price of Eeed, Clothe and Help 
the Needy in West Englewood said her commu- 
nity needs to turn to a higher power: Eaith. 

“I think the only help is going to be God. 
This is too big for us,” she said. “We’re fighting 
a losing battle.”

burned 


lOth-grader’s body 
found in gangway 
on Southwest Side

A lotli-grade Cliicago 
Public Schools stu- 
dent was found shot to 
death Saturday after- 
noon in a gangway on 
the Southwest Side, his 
body seriously beaten 
and burned, authorities 
said. 

Alex Arellano’s relatives said Sunday they 
were so concerned about threats that the 
15-year-old sophomore was getting from gang 
members that they pulled him from Chicago 
Discovery Academy in the fall. 

But they didn’t know how serious the situ- 
ation was until his uncle got a chilling call 
on Friday from a friend of the teen’s, saying 
that he was being chased and beaten with bats 
in a neighborhood several miles from their 
home. 

The teen’s body wasn’t found until Saturday 
at about 2:30 p.m, in the 3000 block of 
West 54th Place, a few blocks from where his 
uncle, Juan Tirado, had been directed, accord- 
ing to police. Arellano’s death brings to 35 the 
number of CPS students killed this school 
year. 

“He was knocked down by bats, and after he 
got up he started to run but was struck by a car 
that was chasing him,” said Tirado, who went 
Friday night to the area near 53rd Street and 
Sacramento where the caller said Arellano was 
last seen but could find no sign of him. 

The family filed a missing-person report with 
police Friday night and distributed a flier the 
following morning. They spent Sunday strug- 
gling to understand why a teen that police say 
had no gang ties was targeted for such a brutal 
death. 

“Cowards,” Tirado said as he stood on the 
back porch of the family’s apartment in the 
8900 block of South Escanaba Avenue, direct- 
ing anger toward his nephew’s killers. “Tbu guys 
are not human. A human would not do that to 
another human being— especially a child, who 
had no gang affiliation.” 

Officials at the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office after an autopsy Sunday found that 
Arellano died from a gunshot wound to the 
head.

Bulls flight? 

Team that pushed Boston to Game 7 likely won’t look same next season

Boston Celtics coach Doc Rivers has had enough of the Bulls. 

When he saw his former teammate and friend Vinny Del Negro 
late Saturday Rivers grabbed the Bulls coach in an embrace. 

“Hell of a job,” Rivers said. “Now trade all those players. I 
don’t want to see them again.” 

That won’t happen. But it’s an equally safe bet the 2009-10 
Bulls will look different from the team that got on Rivers’ last 
nerve. One change teammates don’t want to see is the depar- 
ture of unrestricted free agent Ben Gordon. 

“I love playing with Ben,” said Luol Deng, who is expected to 
return from a leg injury “We all want him back.” 

The rapid development of young players like Derrick Rose 
and Joakim Noah and the stabilizing aspect of veterans like 
Brad Miller and John Salmons are reasons players are optimistic 
they should be challenging for home-court advantage in the first 
round next season. Del Negro listed interior scoring, smarter 
decisions and better ball movement as areas for improvement. 
Noah, thankfully, mentioned the need to improve defensively 


so they can get in transition. 

“We have to get better individually and understand it’s not 
going to happen overnight,” Noah said. “And just because peo- 
ple say it was a great series, that doesn’t mean we’re going to get 
better. We have to actually put in the work.” 

The biggest decision is Gordon’s future. The fifth-year 
guard said he had “no reason to” switch agents from Raymond 
Brothers, who has had somewhat acrimonious negotiations 
with the Bulls over consecutive summers. 

Gordon said starting doesn’t matter as much as winning, 
money and respect. 

“That’s what negotiations are about, how much a player is 
going to be paid or how much a team is willing to pay a player,” 
Gordon said. “I know what kind of player I am and what kind 
of impact I can have. I just want to be somewhere where the 
organization is trying to win a championship. 

“... This is a business, and they need to sit down and figure 
something out. If there’s nothing to be figured out, move on 
and do something else.”

Finding the science behind sports 

John Brenkus is an average guy 

As host of “Sport Science” on Fox Sports Net (9 p.m. 

Sundays), he is billed as “aggressively average.” 

“I think that I represent most of the audience,” Brenkus 
told me in a recent interview. “You know, guys who sit back 
and are good enough athletes {who} actually think enough 
of themselves to yell at the TV screen and say, ‘What the 
hell, how can you possibly let him get to the quarterback?’ ” 

On “Sport Science,” Brenkus acts as a “human crash test 
dummy,” pitting himself against athletes to demonstrate 
what separates them from the average Joe. 

“It’s pretty fun just to see, to get that perspective that the guys on the field are 
giants. When you’re 5-foot- 8 and 160 pounds, what would {an NFL tackle] do to 
you?” Brenkus said. ‘And when you see you would get thrown around like a rag doll, 
maybe you should shut up.” 

Among the commonly accepted sports myths the show explores is Michael 
Jordan’s “hang time.” 

“Michael Jordan’s jump from the free-throw line actually only took .93 seconds. It 
sounds wrong, but that’s what the physics are,” Brenkus said. 

Some myths are even more intriguing. 

“The greatest myth in boxing is that sex depletes your energy,” Brenkus said. 
“{We} tested two-time heavyweight champion Chris Byrd. His ... manager told him 
his whole career not to have sex two weeks before his fight; you’ve got to store up 
the energy; you are stronger when you sort of feel like you’re a caged tiger. ... The 
results are sex makes you stronger; sex increases your athletic performance because 
it actually releases testosterone.” elliottserrano is a redeye special contributor.

Local band proves birds 
of a feather rock together

(bass) and, er, Emily 
(keyboards) — also 
taken from rare birds? 
Or is there something 
more behind these 
alter egos? 

‘Alter egos? Not at 
all,” said Jumpy (born 
Melissa Marquez). “It just turned out we all had 
weird little nicknames. Well, except Emily, she’s 
always joking that she has the only normal-sound- 
ing name in the band.” 

The quartet first got together in May 2007 after 
Marquez posted a Craigslist ad looking for like- 
minded musicians. 

“I’m really into ’60s garage music and a lot of those 
bands are more about having fun and less about being 
serious,” Marquez said. “I knew with this band that I 
wanted to play simple, fun rock ’n’ roll.” 

Despite the band’s relatively simple song struc- 
tures, the tunes are loaded with sonic details that 
make everything sound more grand. This helps 
explain why the four-piece spent nearly five months 
recording, even though basic tracking (drums, gui- 
tars and vocals) was finished in a single weekend. The 
delay was abetted by the band’s living accommoda- 
tions; three of its members share a house in Pilsen, 
where recording sessions took place. 

“The whole setup of being able to work when- 
ever you want allows you to just keep tinkering with 
things,” Marquez said. “Shimby and I are both {per- 
fectionists], so we’ll keep redoing it and redoing it 
and redoing it until it sounds exactly like what we 
had in mind.” 

And if that sounds exhausting, well, it is. Said 
Marquez: ‘At a certain point it’s like, ‘OK, we’ve 
listened to this song literally 1,000 times. We have 
to stop or we’re never going to get done.’ ”

Former Dillinger haunts hope 
to cash in on 'Public Enemies’

MILWAUKEE John Dillinger: America’s most notorious crimi- 
nal or Robin Hood of the Great Depression? 

It doesn’t matter to the Wisconsin Department of Tourism, 
which wants people to visit Wisconsin locales related to his 
gang’s time here in the 1930s and the movie filmed in the state, 
“Public Enemies.” It stars Johnny Depp as Dillinger. 

The movie doesn’t open until July i but Wisconsin, 
Illinois, Indiana and Arizona are readying for the onslaught 
of attention related to the film, which features Dillinger’s 
escapades through those states. 

The Wisconsin tourism department has created itiner- 
aries on its Web site of state locales from the movie and 
of those related to other notorious criminals, such as A 1 
Capone, as well as an illustrated map and video guide. 

“Visiting the old battle sites of the war on crime, it’s eerie,” 
said author Bryan Burrough, whose book “Public Enemies, 
America’s Greatest Crime Wave and the Birth of the EBI 
1933-34” was used to help craft the screenplay for “Public 
Enemies.” 

‘Almost all these places still exist,” he said. ‘A few of them 
have historical markers, but ... if you walk down the pave- 
ment where Dillinger was killed, you would never know You 
would have had to read a book or know something about 
Dillinger.” 

Universal Studios and the group that promotes filming 
in Wisconsin, Eilm Wisconsin, also plan movie premieres 
and parties June 30 in Oshkosh, Madison and Milwaukee— 
where crews filmed. 

“Public Enemies” director Michael Mann filmed in 
the Midwest where Indiana-born Dillinger’s gang killed 
10 men, wounded seven, robbed banks and police arsenals, 
and staged three jail breaks, according to the EBI. 

Crews filmed in Manitowish Waters, Wisconsin Dells, 
Columbus, Darlington, Beaver Dam, and around Mirror Lake 
in Wisconsin, and Crown Point, Ind., Chicago and L.A. 

Depp stars as Dillinger, and Christian Bale co-stars as 
EBI agent Melvin Purvis. Oscar-winner Marion Cotillard is 
Depp’s love interest, Billie Erechette. 

One of the most dramatic events happened at Little 
Bohemia Lodge in northern Wisconsin in April 1934. 
Dillinger and his gang went there to relax and hide from the 
EBI, but a family member of the owner told the EBI. Agents 
staged a disorganized and disastrous raid, firing hundreds 
of bullets. An EBI agent and a bar patron were killed and 
another EBI agent, a constable and two other guests were 
wounded. Dillinger and others jumped from a second-floor 
window and escaped through the woods.

» Little Bohemia (left), a resort near Manitowish Waters, has bullet 
holes and artifacts from an FBI shootout with John Dillinger, George 
“Baby Face” Nelson and other gangsters in April 1934. 

»The former American Bank and Trust Co. in Racinem, which was 
held up by Dillinger, is now the Racine Museum of Art. It features 
“The Scene of the Crime: Warrington Colescott Depicts Dillinger,” May 
24-Sept. 6, and the Racine Police Department lobby has a Dillinger 
submachine gun, mug shots and press clippings on display. 

» A planned July 4 gallery walk in Oshkosh will include displays of 
photos and artifacts from the film shoot, extras dressed in costume, 
and an opening of the bank vault where crews filmed; and the Oshkosh 
Public Museum’s exhibit “The Era of Public Enemies: A Wave of Crime 
in a Troubled Time” runs June 27-Oct. 18. Oshkosh’s Pioneer Field stood 
in for Chicago Midway Airport, where Dillinger was flown after his 
arrest in Arizona. Visitors can see and ride in the vintage plane used 
for the scene, a Ford Trimotor owned by the Experimental Aircraft 
Association. 

» Columbus was turned into Greencastle, Ind., where a $75,000 bank 
robbery took place. The scene was filmed at West James Gallery, a 
former bank. Columbus’ downtown, which is on the National Register 
of Historic Places, will host a July 25 celebration that will include a 
parade, old cars and extras from the movie, music and dancing from 
the 1930s, a look-alike contest, treasure hunts, tours and there may 
even be a Johnny Depp look-alike. 

» Milwaukee County Historical Society building in Milwaukee, a former 
bank, was converted back into a bank by film crews. The society plans 
to restore some sets. 

» Oshkosh, Madison and Milwaukee will host

Dillinger was watching the film 
on July 22, 1934, at the Biograph before he 
walked out and FBI agents shot him to death. 


Arizona 

Dillinger and others were arrested 
Jan. 22, 1934, after a fire at the Hotel 
Congress in Tucson. They reportedly 
paid firefighters to get their guns and 
money but firefighters recognized 
them. David Slutes, entertainment 
director at Hotel Congress, said 
the hotel is having a Dillinger re- 
enactment, drink specials, a band and 
a tour of the hotel the day the movie 
opens.

»The city of Crown Point-where Dillinger broke out 
of jail on March 3, 1934-is featuring films that star
